Milburn Ilouse, Sept. 14.— From author- 
•tattve oOcials ' the foUowiiw details ui 
the ilnal scenes in and ahout the deaUi 
Chamber were sectired: 

Before • o'dodt iC waa dear to those 
at the preetdepfa bedside that be wa:: 
ayina and preparations were made tor 
the last sad offices of farewell from tho^e 
who were nearest and dearest to liini. 
Oxygen had been administered steadily, 
but with little effect, in keeping back t]ie 
aiil)roacli ot dealt). The pi j sideiit came 
out of one |>eriud of uiicun.sctousness i>nly 
to D'lupse Iktto another. Hut III this pe- 
riod, when his mind was partiallir «ilear, 
occurred a .-ieries of events of |MwiEo«ndly 
touchint; character. 

l.>iiwii stairs with strained and tear- 
Etaiiu*(l faces number.'; of the cabinet 
were t;rou|>ed in anxious waiting. They 
knew the end was near and that the tinie 
had come when they nius^t see him fur 
the last time un earth. This was about 

• o'clodL One bjr one they ascended the 
•tairway — Secretary RooC tiecretary 
MMdMoefc and Attorney General Knox. 

Wilson also was there, but he 
baclL not Wishmt; to 5ee the presi- 
In his last agony. There was only 
a momentary stay of the cabinet otticers 
at the threshold of the death chamber. 
Ttien they withdrew, the tears streaming 
down their faces and the words of in- 
tense Brief ciiokiuf; i»i their tliroats. 

-After thiy left the sick room llu; phy- 
sicians raliic-d him to consciousness and 
th« president asked almost Immediately 
that his wife be broUKlit to him. The 
doctors fell l)aek tnlo the siiadows of the 
room as Mrs. McKinley came ihrough'the 
door%vay. 'J'he strong face t>f the dying 
man lighted up with a faint smile as their 
Jutada were clasped. She aat lieshte him 
and heM Me hand. 

His last conscious hour on earth was 
■pent with the wife, to whom he devoted 
a MCe tIaM oC care. HIa last wonts were 
an humble submission to the will of the 
Clod In whom he believed, ile was rec- 
onciled to the cruel fate to which an as- 
sassin's bullet had condemned him, and 
fao^d death in the oanie t^pirlt of calm- 
ness and poise which has marked his 
long and honorable career. 

Tlio powerful heart stimulants, includ- 
ing oxygen, were «'mployed to nstore him 
t«» consciousness for his tinal parting with 
Ills wife. He asked for her, and she sat 
at his side and held hin hand. He con- 
aoled her and bade her good-bye. She went 
through the heart-trj'lntr scene with the 
a a me bravery and fortitude with which 
•4m has borae the grteC ct the truredy 
»hlch ended Ms Ufe. 

The president, in his last period of con- 
fcioiisness, which end«'d alioiit 7:4.0, chant- 
ed the words of the hyrnn, "Nearer, My 
Cod. til Thee," and hlF last audible con- 
aeiuns words, as taken down by Dr. Mann 
at the bedside, were; "CJood-by, all; good- 
Lye. It is God s will; His will be done." 

Then his mind Ix-gan to wand»-r, and 
roon he completely lost consciousness, 
^is life was prolonged for hours by the 
luliiiiiiirtration of oxyaen, and the pres- 
ident Anally expressed a desire to be al.- 
lowxd to die. .About 8:n the administra- 
ti'tn of oxysen ceased and the pulse grew 
fainter and fainter. He was sinking grad- 
UiUly. like a child, into the eternal slum- 
ber. By 10 o'clock the pulse could no 
longer be felt in his extremities, and they 
■rcw cold. Below stairs the grief-stricken 
■athrrtnc watted sadly for the end.

McKlulcy's cousin: the physicians, in- 
cluding Hr. McBnrney. who arrived after 

• o'clock: John G. Milburn, John N. 
ScMtcherd, Harry Hamlin, all of this city: 
Secretary Cortelvou and a number of 
others Box. C. D. Wilson, a Methodist 
ndnlster, of Tunawanda, N, Y., who was 
file president's pastor for tjin-e years at

At this midnight hour the Milburn 
house was the c«nter of a seenc as an- 
laMte« mm tbouih It m$m iMfdar. al- 
tlwMiSh a aelema aa*IliiMW3M». the 
ir4 of watchers. ^Iie entire 
parit of the house was aglow with 
' the many attendants, friends 
riM oould be seen wltbln, mov- 
ing ahout and occasionally coming in 
croups to the front doorway for a breath 
of air. In the upper front chambers the 
lights were low, and around on the north 
Eide. where the chamlxir of death i^ lo- 
cated, there were fitful lights, some l>um- 
Ing brightly and thea turned down.

i:o efforts were spared to keep the spark 
tif life -^-lowing. Dr. J ineway, of Nev 
York clTy. arrived at the depot at 11:1' 
o'elock. George Urban was waiting fo: 
him. and they drove at a breakneck 
pace to the Mllbam kouaaf . He was 
shown to the president's room at once, 
and >>egnn an examination of the almosi 
ininimate form. 

Secretary of the Navy Long arrived at 
the Mllbui-n house at 12:06 o dock. This 
was his first visit to the city, and he 
had the extreme satisfaction of seeing 
the president alive, even thoush he. wa;- 
not conscipus of his vi.-iior's presence. 
Secretary I..ong wa»s visibly affected. 

Sliortly after midnlRlit the president'g 
breathing was hanily percejniuie. His' 
pulse had practically ceased and the ex- 
tremities we«-e cold. It was recognized 
that nothing remained but the last strug- 
g)e, and some of the friends of the family 
who had remained through the day beK:<n 
to leave the house, not carina to be^res- 
•nt at the anal soena. 

The members ot tne family, with the 

exception of the bereaved wife, were at 
the death bed. Mrs. McKinley was in an 
adjoining room. Dr. Rixey was the o:il} 
physician present. 

The actual death probably occurred 
about 2 o'clock, it being understood that 
Dr. Rlzey delayed the annotmcemeat mo- 
laewnrily to asmra *t*^«»|f 

The announcement of the news to those 
waiting belo# was postponed until the 
members of the family bad withdrawn. 
Through Secretary Cortelyou the waiting 
newspaper men received the notlAcatioii 
in a trice there was the keenest ^cite- 
ment on the broad avenue, but\there was 
no semblance of disorder. 

Vice Pre.-sldent Roosevelt had been no- 
tified early in the day of the critical state 
of affairs. There was no longer a doubt 
that in the approaching deatti of the 
president a complete change in the execu- 
tive administration of tliu governiucnt 
would ensue. 

Milburn House, Buffalo, Sept. IG.— Long 
before the hour set for the funeral ser- 
vices over the remains of the late I'resi- 
deiit McKinley, the vicinity of ilie Mil- 
burn house was astir with prei>ai-atio!is. 

At 10:90 o'clock the military and naval 
detachments took temporary station on 
West Ferry street immediately around 
the corner from tlM Milburn house. The 
national guard of tike stata of New York 
w<<s represented by picked companies 
from the 74th and 6ath regiments, under 
command of Cap. Howland. Then the 
trapping of the military arm of the ser- 
vice gave way to those of the I'nited 
States navy as 50 nun from the L'nittd 
States gunboat MichiK.iii. under coniinaiiJ 
of Col. L. T. Mlnnix, swung into position 
along side their militaiy bretljrcn lir 
arms. After them <aine the blue jackets 
with open throated thirls, thi'ir loose 
black neck .scarfs in sailor knots, Willi 
yt How leKtJins and .sailor hats. The en- 
tire military and naval force formed in 
conipiiny cn West Ferry street, and there 
awaited tha tte* tor the aewiccs to be- 
gin. 

Meantime the members of the cabinet, 
oUlcials high in the government service, 
and near friends of the martyred presi> 
dent, began to till the walks leading up 
to tbe entrance of the Milburn residence. 
They came sperarately and In groups, 
some walking, while those in carriaf,'es 
Were admitted within the ro;)ed enclos- 
ure up to the curb. 

Two and two, a long line of men of dlK- 
nllied bearing mareljtd up to see the 
house, the forelsn comnils>^ioners sent to 
the exposition, and after them the st;ite 
commissioners. With the foreigners was 
a colonel of the Mexicun army in hjs full 
uniform ot black with scarlet slripct. and 
peaked gold braided cap. 

It was Just eiaht minvtnr before the 
o|>eidng of the service when a covered 
barouche drove up to the house bringing 
President Roosevelt and Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilcox, at whose home he is a gue.^t. 

Within tbe house of death was woe 
unspeakable. In the drawing room to 
the right of the hall, as President 
Roosevelt entered, the dead chieftain v.-as 
stretched upon his bier. His head was to 
the ri' ing sun. On his face was wrilten 
the story of the Christian forbearance 
with wljich he had met his marl y riioni. 
Duly the thinness of his face b^re mute 
testimony to the pulicnt suffering he had 
endured. He was dressed as he always 
was in life. The black froek eoat was 
buttoned across the breast where tht 
Urst bullet of the assassin had struck 
Tbe black string tie below the standing 
collar showed the tittle triangle of white 
shiit front. Me looked as millions of his 
countrymen have seen him, save for one 
thing. The little badge of the Loyal 
Legion, t)»e only decoration he ever wore, 
which was always in the left lapel of his 
coat, wa.* missing. And those who re- 
marked it. spoke of It, and after the 
body was taken to the city hall, ijie little 
badge which lie prized throuy;ii life was 
phiced aKaln where It had always been. 

The body lay in a black c;i.-^ki't on a 
black bearskin rug. Over the Uiwer limbic 
was tlung the starry banner he had loved 
so well. The flowers were few as beiit- 
ted the simple nature of the man. A 
spray of white chrysanthemums, a flam- 
ing bunch of blood red American beauty 
roses, and a magnificent bunch of violets 
were on the casket. That was all. Be- 
hind the head against a pier mirror be- 
tween the two curtained windows rested 
two superb wreaths of white asters and 
roses. These were the only flowers In the 
room. 

The family had taken leave of their 
loved one beft)re the others arrived. Mrs. 
McKinley, the poor, grk f crushed widow, 
had been led into the chamlH r by her i>hy- 
sician, I)r. Rixey, and had sat aiwliile 
alone with lUm who had supported ami 
comforted her through all their years of 
wedded life. But though her support was 
gone, she had not broken down. Dry 
eyed, she cased upon him and fondled bis 
face. She did not aaem to rcaUxe that 
he was dead. Then she was led away by 
Dr. Rixey and took to her position at 
the head of the stairs where she could 
hear the services. 

Just before 11 o'clock President Roose- 
velt entered condng into the room from 
the rear through the library. After pass- 
ing Into the hall he had made his way 
around through the sitting room behind 
into the library. There was an instanta- 
neous movement In the room as the pres- 
ident appeared. The proct-ssion was still 
j>assing from the south side around the 
head of the casket and back between it 
and the members of the cabinet seated 
at its side. Every one rose and all «-yes 
were turned toward the president. He 
morad forward agaia with tbe tide of the 
procession to his place at the head of 
the line of cabinet oflieers. He held him- 
self erect, his left hand carrying his silk 
hat. Those who were coming toward him 
fell back on either side to let him pass. 

He, too, seemed to l»e restraining a 
great grief. When President Roosevelt 
reached the head of the line of cabinet 
otiicers he kept his face away from the 
casket. The infantrymen guarding the 
dead stood iK'fore him rigid as a statue. 
Although the commander-in-chief ap- 

E reached until he could have touched 
ini, the soldier did not salute. The 
president appeared to be steeling him- 
sell for a look into the face of him 
whose death hadJnade him the tirst ruler 
of the world.

He bowed his head 
niui looked down upon the man whose 
burden and responsibility he had taken

the chin as he labored with heavy breath 
to repress his emotion. At last he step- 
ped back. 

The pastor was at the door leading Into 
the hall, a station whence his words 
could be heard at the head of the stairs. 
The signal was given and there welled 
out from the hall the beautiful words of 
"LMA Kindly flight." sung by a quar- 
tette. It was Prciildent McKinley's fa- 
vorite hymn. ■ 

When tbe aiacinc aDded tlM jplerg^man 
read from the word of the Fifteenth 
chapter of the First Corinth'ans. Again 
the voice rose with the words of "Near- 
er. My God. to Thee." As the musio died 
away the pastor spoke again.

Not a wheil moved on the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad svslem ;'.0 minutes lufori! 
till- pilot eii.e.iiit was due. or for tlu- same 
leiityth ot" tii:-.f .ifter the train had jiassed. 
Gei'iral Superintendent J. 1!. Iliitchiii- 
s >n !:.;d sent out explicit instructions 
coveriiii,' every detail. The order con- 
cl'idi d: 

"lOvery luecaution must he taken by 
all employes to make this move abso- 
lutely cirtain."

The notes of Chopin's funeral dirge 
succeeded the strains of the hymn. The 
(ioldiers and sailors swung into long col- 
umns and took up the march southward 
toward the city hall. 

President Roosevelt came from the 
house almost imnieili;iti ly following the 
casket, and arm in arm with Secretary 
Itoot, moved through llie aisle of people. 
He entered the tirst carriage with Mr. 
Root, and with Attorney .General Kuux 



and with Postmaster General Smith, who 
had followed The presidential carriage 
fell in immediately back of the military 
escort. Following in the second car- 
riage were {Secretary Long. Secretary 
Hitchcock, Secretary Wilson and Secre- 
tary Cortelyou. Maj. Gen. Brooke was In 
the third carriage and Rev. Dr. Locke 
and his wife in the fourth. In this order 
four carriages preceded the hearse. After 
these four carri.iges there was a clear 
space of 100 feet, and then came the 
hearse t>earing the dead president. At 
the head of each of the leading horses a 
police otticer walked with a hand at the 
bridle 

On each side of the hearse walked' a 
d»*aohment of soldiers and sailors, four 
picked men from the army and marine 
corps on the right and as many more 
blue Jackets, under Lieut. Eberly. on the 
left. Immediately back of the hearse 
marched a score of Q. A. R* veterans, 
who had been Igned -to thla^ppst uf 
honor. 

As the escort of soldiers swung slowly 
Into Franklin street, a few drops of rain 
fell. In two minutes it was lalning hard. 
The long line of troops took their posi- 
tions at attention. The casket was lifted 
from the hearse to the shoulders of the 
sailors and marines and was borne into 
Buffalo's official home. Outside there was 
not a man, so far as could Ix' seen, who 
ilid not stand, defying the elements, witn 
hat rtmoved, respecting his dead presi- 
dent. Inside, with steps impressively 
slow and measured, the bearers made 
(heir way to the ca t a f alque. A moment 
later and the body of President McKin- 
ley was lying in states 

At 12:36 o'clock exactly, the police were 
notified that the body could be viewe.l 
by the people. A minute later and the 
first of the long line came through the 
doors. Solemn visaged, in silence they 
moved past the bier to view the face of 
the president. Old men and weak women 
a^id strong men and children, leaders of 
men and laborers— all these classes were 
represented In the throng that tiletl past. 
During the tirst hour tne people passed 
the catafalque at the rate ot 115 to the 
mmuie. iney seemed, as tne afternoon 
yfove on, to come more rapidly. Ou'side, 
the lines were amazing in their dimen- 
sions. The long line passed out Frank- 
lin street.,

followed by a period of deiiression. but 
l>r. Rixey induced her to sleep Monday 
afternoon. Now that she has gone 
thronsh the iiri.ils and fatigues of .Sun- 
day and Monday those clo.<est to her 
feel there is little serious dansier of 
Immediate collapse. Their dread is for 
the future, when the nerve tension of 
the present ordeal la ovw. and when 
the widow Is back alone In the old house 
at Canton, with the flood of recollection 
and reallziitlon that must come ujii'ii 
her. 

The remains of President McKinlev 
^fonday night laid in the east ro.im of 
Ihe white ho'ise, w-here for more th:u; 
four years he had made his home as 
t'le chief magistrate of the ureal Amer- 
ican reptiblie. I'pstalrs his widow mourn-^ 
■ for her dead In the family apartments 
that n<^w bring back but the saddest of 
■m<»morios. 

When tile train arrived- the casket was 
removed from the observation car. Ont 
of the lanre windows was lowere<l at the 
side and slowly and carefully the casket 
»/as slipped out through tha opening and 
tenderly received uivm the bent shoul- 
ders oj the body bearers. Four artillery- 
men from I'ort McHenrj', Md.. were on 
the riirht and four sailors on the left. 
Straiiitilening themselves under their 
burden they walked slow-ly towards th" 
hearse. Before the casket marchi'd four 
otfUiers. Maj. Parker. Col. liini^ham 
Capt. Gllmore and .Maj. Mac.\uley, and 
that order, while the officers on either 
side and in the entrance stood with un- 
covered heads, the remains were carried 
to Sixth street and pl:u-ed In the hearse. 
As the casket emerged a bugle note ros.> 
clearly and "taps " rang out. That was 
the oQly subject that broke the dead 
silence. Just beyond the entrance to the 
station President Roosevelt with the 
members of the cabinet had paused and 
had taken station so as to leave a brtiad 
space for the general cortege. They 
rari^red themsilves on the sidewalk in 
dotible rows ojiposite each other ami stomi 
with bared head.s as the c.rpsi 
was carried to the hearse and 
drawn up at the siile of the gate, 'i'hi 
hearse was an exijuisite affair, and was 
drawn by six coal black horses, eai h oi 
whom was led by a colored groom In 
black livery. 

The hearse bearing the third martyred 
president quickly moved away and was 
followed at once by President Roosevelt 
and those accompanying him. In the 
president's carriage beside Mr. Roosevelt 
were Secretaries Hay and Gage and Capt. 
Cowles. Secretaries Root and Hitch- 
cock, Attorney General Knox and Post- 
master General Smith foUowtnl in an- 
other carria!?e, while Secretary Wilson, 
Secretary f'ortelyou, Secrettiry Long 
atid Senators Hanna .-ind Fairbanks drove 
Ixdiin 1 in other carriages. . The citl- 
aens coming from Buffalo, officers of the 
army and navy and friends followed. 

The military were already in line. . As 
(.he procession swept from the Sixth 
street station lato Pennsylvania avenue 
a deeply fanpremive sMit was presented. 
The niftoric thoroughfare was hung In 
black. Rmblems of the nation's mourn- 
ing were displayed on every building. 
The stars and stripes, furled and knot- 
ted with crepe, floated from hundreds 
of windows. -Over -all gleaf.ed coldly 
scores of electric lights, defining sharply 
each detail of the solemn scene. 

Banked or. ' l)oth sides of the avenue, 
from Sixth street to the executive man- 
sion, were tens of thousands of people. 
They had come to pay their tribute to 
the memory of their president. With 
bared heads and ^Ith no murmur ot 
K>|ind, the people watched with tear- 
fUlned eyes the last home-coming ol 
President McKinley. There was no mu- 
tl*. Amid the hush of the great crowds, 
only the platter of the horses hoofs, ring- 
ing sharply upon the x>avemcnt. was 
heard. 

A platoon ot mounted police, in com- 
mand of Sergt. Matthews, led the way. 
Next came a delegation of G. A. R. men 
from the department of the Potomac, 
members of the Union Veteran union, 
aod the SpanlalL War.
